The barley 
crop of 1909 was 55,398,000 bushels 
and the quantity on-hand at the end 
ofMarch last year was 16,517,000 bus- 
hels 29.S1 per cent. The merchantable 
quantity of that crop was 51,499,009 
bushels or 91.87 per rent. Ontario's 
crop last. year was 20,727,000 bushels, 
and that of the three Northwest pro 
vinces 21,377,000 bushols.
